A most interesting group of catalogues, including the important collections formed by Shepherd (English), 
Montagu (duplicates), Addington (Renaissance medals), Mackenzie (Scottish & English), etc. Importance aside, in terms of entertainment value few catalogues of any period can compare 
with the elusive Shorthouse sale found here. Manville & Robertson term the catalogue “amusing” and the man “contentious.” 

After a lengthy description of a Queen Anne Bello • ET • PACE pattern farthing in copper, the catalogue notes: “Unless a starting bid of £15 is made, this lot will be withdrawn, on the 
ground, that if an important English coin of which only three are known is not worth £15, it is worth nothing." According to Manville & Robertson, the coin brought £19.7.6 but they 
also note that “Dealers Spink, Thomas, and Verity, bought-in more than a third of the lots. These were offered in London the next year and some again in 1888.” There may be a moral 
here for present-day bibliophiles. In the Appendix, Shorthouse apologizes for the “prejudicial statement (lot 228) that the youthful Emperor Julian H. had a ‘Young Bear Head,” noting 
that “‘Young’ as distinguished from...‘mature’...and ‘Bare’ head as distinguished from ‘laureated’ was all that was intended.” 

The sale featured relatively few lots of American interest, mostly colonial coins sold in lots. Shorthouse’s interest in the field, however, was intense and his lengthy comments ‘To 
American Coin Collectors” are filled with fascinating observations. Having had coins stolen, he offers a reward for information leading to the return of “a valuable set of ‘Lord Baltimore’ 
silver money, consisting of the Shilling, Sixpence, and rare Groat, in unusually fine condition,” promising the informant “a P.O. order for £5, also a beautiful U.S. 17% cent, with the 
cap, in absolutely Mint condition, for his trouble.” 

He then recounts the experiences of “Three Years’ American Coin Collecting in England.” “As late as 1882 U.S. coins were to be picked up in England very cheaply, now they very 
seldom occur. Our ignorance of them was, and still is, in most cases, profound." He notes that “A lovely 1794 dollar stood for two years in the ‘Bureau de Change' window. Charing 
Cross Station, London, staring at the British public; the writer could have had it a dozen times at £1. Finally swept off by good Mr. Randall on his last visit to the British Isles.” 
Though not cited in the bibliography, this text is doubtless the source of the pedigree in Breen's Encyclopedia of the Nova Constellatio 100 bit to “T. F. Cloud, Pawnbroker, 207 High 
Holbom, London.” Shorthouse acquired the unique pattern for two shillings, three pence. “Knowing about as much about it as the average Christian knows about the Origin of Evil, 
he forwarded it to his friend Mr. W. Elliot Woodward, with whom an English gentleman can deal with safety and pleasure.” Originally offered in the Addenda to Woodward’s 1885 
73rd sale with a $550 reserve, it finally sold for $272 in the 1886 83rd sale. Woodward’s account of the unique pattern seems to be at variance with Shorthouse (“It has existed for an 
unknown period in the collection of an old numismatist in Scotland, whose recent death led to the dispersion of his cabinet by auction ”) 

Shorthouse goes on to recount with pride the acquisition of a number of other “Plums,” including” “An ‘ Ameri” cent., in mint condition, another fine; a 1795 cent., thick lettered edge 
in absolutely uncirculated condition.. .a 1796, with cap, in equal condition, resembles a proof.. .two fine 1804 cents.. .a 1799 cent, in mint state was just missed at 7s. 6d... .Baltimore 
money (not yet stolen); rows of ‘pine’ and ‘oak tree’ money, some very fine;” etc. He notes “In Conclusion” that “American coins, compared with those of other nations, appear to the 
writer to be unquestionably the most uninteresting series in the world.” Then he suggests “that some American gentleman, wishing to acquire a very fine U.S. collection, had better 
come over next summer (1887). and take away the collection to that Great and Amazing Country.. to which it properly belongs...”

David Block s article in the Summer, 1985 issue of The Asylum, “Napoleonic Medal Books Have Problems,” includes an excellent overview of this work: “Although a catalog of medals 
of the French Revolution had been published in 1806 by Millin, Keeper of Coins and Medals at the French Library, the first catalog of Napoleonic medals was published in England 
in 1818. The author, Captain J. C. Laskey, based his book on what he calls. The French Medal Mint List,’ a copy of which he gives. The list included 141 medals and apparently represents 
all of the Napoleonic medals of which copies were for sale at the Medal Mint in 1815, before Napoleon was erased from the books. Laskey furnishes extensive background information 
on nearly all the medals listed. Some copies of the book, perhaps the entire edition, were printed on large paper, illustrated only with culs-de-lampe, engraved in the style of Bewick.” 
While Block’s assertion that the entire edition was printed on large paper may be correct, if so, it is also true that the great majority have suffered severely from the binder’s knife. The 
copy at hand is the tallest, and most attractive, we recall ever having handled.

Although we have no knowledge of the circumstances in which the present journal was removed from the Mint, we understand that similar manuscripts 
covering this period are preserved in the Mint archives. It was, in any case, not uncommon for documents which nowadays would be regarded as public property to be thought 
of formerly as simply perks of office, to be retained privately by officials as they wished. The present document is a manuscript daybook or journal written in ink. It gives details 
of the weight and fineness of each item of gold and silver brought to the Mint for coinage; the bullion imported and the name of the importer; the subsequent disposal of each 
item to the melting pot; the deliveries of bullion and scissel to the melter, showing the weight and standard of each pot and the amount of alloy added; deliveries of gold and silver 
ingots to the moneyers; receipts of gold and silver coin and scissel from the moneyers; the value of coins extracted for the trial of the Pyx and for assay; and the clearance of importers’ 
accounts being payment to them of new coin in respect of their importation of bullion. Separate series of daybooks or journals were kept in similar form for or by the Warden, 
the Master, the Comptroller and the King’s clerk, whereby each of these principal officers was enabled to keep a check on the others.

True to his word, Henry Chapman conducted nearly fifty 
sales over the following quarter century, including famous collections such as Jenks, Earle, Zabriskie, Parsons, Bement and Jackman, among others. Many would argue, however, that 
he never sold a finer collection of American coins.

Apparently all issued of this extremely rare publication, unrecorded in Bourne or the American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue. Davis notes the existence of two issues (Nos. 
1 & 3) but incorrectly cites the publication date as 1879. After the first issue, Bi-Monthly was, for obvious reasons, deleted and the last two issues dropped and Price Current from the 
masthead. The bracketed heading [Supplement to Mason's Coin Collectors' Herald] is present throughout. Mason considered the Visitor to be an integral part of his phoenix-like series 
of periodicals spanning a quarter century and comprising, by his reckoning, a total of fourteen volumes. Thus, those wishing to own a complete run of his pioneering publications will 
need to obtain this, his designated “Volume 7,” to complete the series. The publication, though brief, is not without interest. The first issue records “For the first time, in any journal.. .a 
description of the new and important discovery of the new and beautiful ‘Starred’ variety of the U. S. cent of 1794.” The second issue records R. C. Davis’ discovery of the “Origin of 
the ‘94 Starred Cent.” Also featured are reports on coin sales, amusing commentary on the other numismatic periodicals of the day, notes on current patterns and numerous savory 
numismatic tidbits.

Robert Wallace McLachlan was bom in Montreal on March 9, 1845. A lifelong resident, he completed his education at McGill University and served as an official in the archives 
department of the Montreal Court House and also as a notary public for many years. At age twelve be began collecting coins while attending McGill Model School and five years later 
came under the tutelage of Joshua L. Bronsdon, a well known early Canadian numismatist. He was elected a member of the Numismatic Society of Montreal in 1864, acting over the 
years in every official capacity save that of president. He was also a member of the Royal Society of Canada, serving as president in 1915. Bowman considers him to be: “without doubt 
the foremost authority on Canadian numismatics.” His prolific oeuvre spans half a century; Bowman recording over 100 titles and 77 citations in the American Numismatic Society 
Dictionary Catalogue. McLachlan’s entire collection of some 20,000 pieces, and his numismatic library of about 500 volumes and 5,000 pamphlets, was acquired by the Antiquarian 
and Numismatic Society of Montreal in 1922, partly by gift and partly by purchase. Subsequently the collection was placed in the home of the Society, remaining in the Chateau de 
Ramezay museum for many years. 

In a 1911 Numismatist article, McLachlan described two categories of collectors, each comprised of three types. Of the first category, he wrote: 

These were the mercenary, the miserly, and the missionary types. 

The first of these collect mainly with the view of making money. Any coin in his collection is for sale, no matter how treasured, provided the offer is tempting enough, and 
he has no desire to advance the science. He is really a trading collector who, if opportunity offers becomes a regular dealer. 

The second is always on the look-out for rarities prized by others or that no one possesses, and will buy up two and even more specimens of a rare variety to keep it out of the 
hands of his confreres, even going to such length as to destroy valuable coins with the view of making them scarce. Thus common coins, although of great historic value are not 
esteemed. As a rule he is not kindly disposed towards those who possess rarities he desires. His treasures once secured are hidden away out of sight of even those writing on the 
subject. He become(s) at length so avaricious, envious and jealous that he is anything but pleasant company among his confreres. 

The third of these is one who is ever ready to communicate with other collectors, and especially to help beginners by passing on his duplicates at reasonable prices, and by 
imparting to them information and advice. His collection is formed with the view of advancing the science of numismatics and publishing his research. With this end in view his 
collection is always open to the inspection of the true collector or the student. He is therefore not so much taken up with great rarities or die varieties as with the lessons his coins 
may convey. 

Another category in which collectors may be also classed consists of a trio which may be styled the meteor, the intermittent, or the fixed star collector. 

The former sets out with wonderful energy and enthusiasm, and by one means or another acquires in a very short time a fine collection containing many varieties. He so constantly 
talks coins and dreams coins, that he has all his friends collecting for him and admiring him as a wonderful coin expert. Although he far surpasses his contemporaries, his light 
suddenly goes out and the numismatic world knows him no more forever. 

The intermittent collector is one whose numismatic light shines brightly for a time, then begins to wane or is eclipsed. He sells out and goes out of business, and for a time is 
lost to numismatic sight. Then his light breaks forth afresh and finds a place amongst the stars, but again it wanes, and another sale snuffs out the light. In some instances the process 
is repeated several times. 


The fixed star, never so brilliant as the meteor, or even as the lurid spells of the intermittent one, shines on steadily with an undiminished lustre through foul weather and fine 
one whose collection stands through adversity as well as prosperity. To change the metaphor, he is as the tortoise, who by slow but dogged perseverance wins the race over the 
much more speedy hare. 

Robert Wallace McLachlan was truly the consummate “missionary” and an unwavering “fixed star.” His many contributions to numismatics shine more brightly than even the “meteor ” 
One must look to the likes of Sylvester Sage Crosby in the lower half of the continent and to Josd Toribio Medina in South America to find his equals in the New World. It is with great 
pleasure that this and the following original McLachlan manuscripts are offered in the thirteen annual Kolbe/Spink sale.

Very scarce in this condition. A likable scalawag, Groux’s various grand proposals over the years were rarely successful. Of the collector and his collection, Attinelli wrote: 

This was probably the last portion of the collection of the noted Frenchman, who commenced some twenty-five years ago to hold forth his collection as one of almost fabulous 
value. Great in number it undoubtedly was, some pieces were certainly rare, but all were by him over-estimated. His undoubted industry in seeking and tracing out the origin and 
“raison d'ltre" was with him a labor of love, with a hope at the same time, that it would prove remunerative. The following.. .marginal note by his own hand, copied from one 
of the volumes...of his numismatic library, will best serve to show the straits in which he, at times, found himself—“home! D. E. Groux 3 March 1857... have finished to-day 
to translate Extracts of these 7 Vol. [Kohler’s Munz BELUSTIGUNG] and other works in French Spanish Danish and poor me after the finishing of my herculean work I have 
barely bread and all my poor things are pledged, Griddy America is a poor land for Scientific men D. E. Groux.” It was undoubtedly in one of these straits that he, an enthusiast 
himself, sufficiently inspired a lady of his acquaintance, a resident of Washington, with a sufficient enthusiasm, to induce her to loan him several times its value, upon the collection 
which he placed in her hands as security for the loan. Years rolled on, loan nor interest being paid, till death removed the numismatist from his earthly idols, which, after a further 
lapse of years, were at this time brought under the hammer."

Featuring Original Plates, Special Editions & “Gointoem Strong”

hundred three catalogues are handpriced, three early sales feature printed prices, and one sale (Clay) is accompanied by the original printed prices 
realized list. Only four sales are unpriced. The rear wrappers of over twenty sales are bound in; several front wrappers are bound in; and a few 
sales include both (McCoy among them). The following sale announcements are bound in: September 1 st, 1863 form letter announcing Colburn 
sale; March 15, 1864 form letter announcing McCoy sale; Sept. 6th, 1864 form letter announcing Levick et al Sale; Sept. 10th, 1867 facsimile 
letter announcing Mickley Sale, in Woodward’s hand;.Oct. 12,1878 form letter announcing Holland sale; March 8,1879 form letter announcing 
21st sale; Sept. 3,1884 form letter announcing the sale of “my own collection.” Also bound in are the following addenda: Sale 6,4 pages; Sale 
9, both addenda, 4 & 1, (1) pages; A. S. Robinson “December, 1865” Addenda. Of special interest is the following item (vide Attinelli page 
91), identified in pencil as “Addenda to March 20/65”: Supplementary Catalogue of a Collection of Coins and Medals, Gathered from half a 
dozen worthless Collections, Now the Property of Gointoem Strong, Esq., to be Sold this Day. Smoked glass will be provided for those who wish 
to examine the coins. 3, (1) pages, 16 lots. 18.5 x 12 cm. A number of sales feature additional lots written in and priced, including Sale 1: “ 1 
Pine Tree 3 d of 1652 found in building near North, Union Sts. 5.15;” Sale 7:2 added lots at end; Sale 32: lot 232 (not printed in catalogue) written 
in; etc. The set features one major anomaly: the sale hand-numbered “100” in this set is by Harlow Elliot Woodward, dated November 6-7,1889 
and is entitled: “Catalogue of a Collection of United States and Foreign Postage, Dispatch, Revenue, License and Telegraph Stamps.” 66 pages, 
1302 lots. This catalogue is unrecorded in Adams, Gengerke and Davis although it is listed in the American Numismatic Society Auction 
Catalogue. The actual sale 100 is also by Harlow Woodward and, though encountered with some regularity, is not present here. (8,500.00) 

From the library of Robert Wallace McLachlan, subsequently in the Chateau de Ramezay Library, Montreal, without specific identifying marks. McLachlan’s entire collection of some 
20,000 pieces, and his numismatic library of about 500 volumes and 5,000 pamphlets, was acquired by the Antiquarian and Numismatic Society of Montreal in 1922 and remained in 
the Chateau de Ramezay museum for many years. Offered here is indeed a remarkable collection of these most desirable, classic American auction sale catalogues, with a superb 
provenance. The set was probably completed to date sometime in the 1880’s and bound circa 1890. McLachlan purchased a number of the more elusive catalogues in early 1880’s 
Woodward sales and elsewhere. Pencil notes on a number of titles record these acquisitions. Sale No. 7, for example, was acquired from “WEW Sale Dec. 28-29, 1882” and “cost me 
$5.05.” A pencil note in Sale 99, alongside lot 1457, reads: “Sommer Islands Money” (a shilling, sixpence, threepence and twopence). It reads: “This set I bought of Mr. Woodward 
which was part of what I returned to him afterwards but he did not settle with me for them yet.” To our knowledge, a contemporary set has never come to market in the modem era. 
The two extensive runs offered in recent years, in the 1988 Kolbe/Spink and 1992 Mendelson sales, both included a number of plated catalogues which were cropped, i.e. a portion of 
the plate images were trimmed from the plates by the binder. This rather serious defect has been almost entirely avoided in the set offered here by the method the many oversize plates 
are bound in. John Adams captured the allure of this fascinating series with great eloquence in United States Numismatic Literature, Volume /. 

Strobridge knew more about coins. Cogan was more strongly established. The Chapmans had better photography. And yet the Woodward auction catalogs, taken as a whole, 
stand above all others. 

Part of the allure of the Woodward series is the era which it spans. Its beginnings coincide with the infancy of the hobby. Indeed the semi-annual sales of the early years are 
the history books of the day; they record the accomplishments and therewith the personalities of our pioneers —- Colburn, Finotti, Levick, and, as a most fitting climax, Joseph 
J. Mickley. 

Symbolically, Woodward drops from sight for a decade. When he reappears in 1878, the hobby has matured. The original three dealers have become ten; the semiannual sale 
has become monthly. Woodward lends a sense of continuity to this faster paced, more heterogeneous world. His catalogs are published in dignified thick paper editions; each 
issue is scrupulously numbered, thus delineating its place in a well articulated chain extending back to the McCoy’s and Colburn’s of the golden age. 

There is more to Woodward than stately longevity. The numismatic content of his sales is all encompassing. Included in the series are a number of definitive collections such as 
Holland for medals (1878), Marvin for masonic material (1884), Randall for early silver (1885), and everyone’s nomination for ‘best all around,’ the Mickley sale of 1867. Endowed 
with an especially retentive memory. Woodward’s knowledge embraced all these fields and his comments on them are almost invariably instructive. His areas of special expertise 
included colonials, Washington material and medals of all periods; for collectors active in those segments, woodward catalogs are absolutely essential sources of reference. 

The Woodward series offers more thany'ujr longevity, dignity, numismatic content and knowledge. It is also an informal history of the hobby, from collector biographies to 
pithy critiques of competitors’ practices, from aspersions cast on individuals’ credit worthiness to a courageous indictment of questionable practices at the U. S. mint. Without 
doubt, the high water mark of the author’s peripheral comments is Ichabod Crane, a brilliant satire of arch-enemy Edouard Frossard. Regrettably, Ichahod appears only in the 
earliest copies of Sale thirty-nine (on thick paper in this set), thus creating a rarity for which cognoscenti will come to strive. 

Rarer still is a complete set of Woodward’s catalogs. There may be half a dozen in existence but we know for certain of only two. 

Should a collector be so diligent as to assemble all one hundred eleven Woodward catalogs, he can bask in the glory of a significant numismatic accomplishment as well as 
take pnde in a true numismatic treasure. However, should these emotions fade, he can proceed with the task of getting all one hundred eleven sales handpriced. That done, let 
him bring together all ninety-six special editions and all 34 plate catalogs (the 35th plated sale was discovered subsequent to publication). If he succeeds in these tasks as well 
he is qualified to duplicate the labors of Hercules in his spare time. 

To our way of thinking, the Woodwards offered here cannot be equaled by a “made up” set. The inevitable unevenness of quality and often garish modem “plasticized” leather or oversewn 
cloth bindings do not compare with the stateliness and uniformity of a set which has been together over a century. McLachlan’s status as one of the most accomplished numismatists 
ever produced in the New World enhances its desirability as well. The bindings are in need of professional restoration and it would be desirable to add the few items needed for absolute 
completeness — otherwise this set can hardly be improved.

Medina published twenty works on the topic, many of which remain standard 
works. This body of work is but a fraction of his output. “His total production is awesome, with more than 350 titles to his credit.” (Carling Gresham, Don Jose Toribio Medina: A Man 
For Any Reason. 1985, The Asylum, page 22). "As a result of his titanic labor—represented by the writing, editing, or translating of more than two hundred books and brochures and 
one hundred articles, many of them printed on his private domestic press—he has been called ‘the greatest bibliographer in Christendom’ and ‘The Prince of Americanists.’" (Maury 
A. Bromsen, Jose Toribio Medina: Humanist of the Americas, 1960, page xi). While numismatists may be largely unaware of Medina’s greater fame, they have come to realize their 
immense debt to his numismatic oeuvre. The selection of Medina’s numismatic books offered in this sale is, to our knowledge, the largest ever to come to market. All of his major works 
are present; missing are only five minor contributions, none over fourteen pages in length. Gresham’s rarity ratings may be pessimistic, but, even if all of Medina’s numismatic publications 
survived, there would not be enough copies to satisfy the demand. Lack of appreciation and unfriendly climatic conditions have certainly taken their toll and it is likely that only a fraction 
of the small numbers originally issued are extant.
